To Check Loans

Federal Reserve ,Board -.has 
ealed to1 the nation's banks' to

a cheekreln on their lending. 
Aggregate bank loans have increas- 
ed at a rate of about $1,000,000 a 
month since the start of the Korean 
war. 


Board Chairman Thomas B. Mc- 
Cabe said that banks can make a 
big contribution to the fight againsl 
inflation by holdiig down borrowing 
and by limiting loan 
extension. 


McCabe's letter went to the 7,000 
banks of the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem. 


"Further, expansion in bank cred- 
it means more dollars competing 
for limited supplies of labor 
and 


materials," he insisted and unless 
such expansion of credit Is check- 
ed it is bound to raise prices. 
"Defense dollars will soon be ad- 
ded to civilian dollars in compet- 
ition for available goods. The na- 
tion's defense needs must be ade- 
quately 
met 
without 
runaway 
prices." 


The appeal was the second the 
Reserve Board has made to banks 
to curb loans In four months.

seemed to indicate that there is no 
immediate plan for an order which

limit lending capacity by

Divided by the 8.000 
amilies in the city, it is equal to 
665 per famly. 


This is more than the average 


food bill in the West South-Central 
States of $560 per family and than 
the food bill in Texas, $630 per 
family. 


Viewed in another way, the Cor-

food 28 cents out of every dollar 
she spends in retail stores. Else- 
where in the country such expen- 
ditures are limited to 24 cents out 
of the dollar.

mier of India has been lean- 
ing toward the Chinese Com- 
munists, 
perhaps 
because 


they are fellow-Orentals and 
he thinks that all Orientals 
must stick together. He has 
advocated their admission to 
the United Nations, and has 
disapproved of the Ameri- 
can opposition. 


Nehru has just had a 


shock. The 
Chinese Com-
